Claim 31 , line 6, after "poly(ethylene glycol)" and before "copolymer" insert — 

block 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: According to 
the board decision on 2/16/2010, the claim term "poly(ethylene glycol)-poly(n- 
butylmethacrylate-poly(ethylene glycol) block copolymer" requires that the various 
blocks be attached at the end; despite the language in the specification that "[t]he 
blocks need not be linked at the end," the BPAI determined that the elected species, to 
which the claims are now limited, "require[s] the polymeric structure to include regular 
blocks in the following relationship, PEG-PBMA-PEG." Bd. Dec. at 7. The art does not 
teach this limitation, so the claims are allowable.
